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PART I—POPULATION AND VITAL. 


SUMMARY OF CONTENTS. 


POPULATION. 


State—During the year ended. December 31st, 1922, the population of the State increased by 
10,807 (2:15 per cent.), the sources of increase being 7,393 (1:47 per cent.) by excess of births over deaths, 
and 3,414 (0-68 per cent.) by net immigration, bringing the population to 513,410 persons (257,501 males 
and 255,909 females). On the 30th June, 1923, the population was estimated to be 516,685. 

Decennial Increase (1913-1922). The total increase for the 10 years ended December 31st, 1922, was 
80,430 (18-57 per cent.)—by natural increase, 70,852 (16-36 per cent.) ; and by net immigration, 9,578 
(2-21 per cent.). 

Adelaide and Suburbs —The area within a radius of approximately 10 miles of the General Post Office 
is known as the Metropolitan area, and it is estimated that 270,329 persons, or 52-65 per cent. of the popula- 
tion of the State were located within this area at the end of the year 1922. 

Chief Cities and Towns.—The population in all cities and corporate towns is estimated annually, also 
for the district councils within the metropolitan area. For particulars of each locality see Return No. 14. 


CENSUS, APRIL 41x, 1921. 


During the intercensal period the population is estimated annually from records of births and deaths 
and migration returns. On the results of the 1921 census being known, the estimates were adjusted 
accordingly for each year since the previous census (1911), which will account for any differences in the 
decennial figures now appearing and those published during the intercensal period. 

The population of the State as a result of the census on April 4th, 1921, was found to be 495,336, an 
increase in 10 years of 86,778 (21-24 per cent.). The previous census period only showed an increase of 
14:01 per cent. The mainly rural centres of the State show an increase of 15,413 (8-58 per cent.), but this 
is very unsatisfactory in comparison with the increase of 71,013 (31-4 per cent.) in the metropolitan area 
and country corporate towns combined. Further, whilst the latter in percentage to the total population 
of the State shows an increase in the 10 years from 55-35 per cent. to 59-99 per cent., the mainly rural centres 
show a decrease from 43-98 per cent. to 39-39 per cent.

RURAL POPULATION.—For comparison with the 39-39 per cent. mainly rural population of this 
State the percentage of population of the rural centres in the following countries is noted :—Kngland and 
Wales (1921), 20-7 per cent.; Canada (1911), 54-4 per cent. ; United States (1920), 51-4 per cent. ; Common- 
wealth of Australia (1921), 37-47 per cent. ; New South Wales (1921), 31-64 per cent. ; Victoria (1921), 
37-33 per cent. ; Queensland (1921), 47-58 per cent. ; Tasmania (1921), 52-22 per cent. ; Western Australia 
(1921), 39-06 per cent. 


RIVER MURRAY SETTLEMENTS.—The following population totals have been compiled from 
the 1921 census for a number of the settlements in proximity to the Murray, and for comparison the totals 
for the census 1911 are shown in parenthesis :—Barmera, 696 (—) ; Berri, 1,603 (217) ; Cadell, 341 (59) ; 
Cobdogla, 214 (—); Glossop, 226 (—); Lone Gum, 92 (—); Monash, 83 (—); Moorook, 383 (235) ; 
Murray Bridge, 3,266 (1,255) ; Mypolonga, 422 (88) ; Neeta, 143 (—); Pompoota, 182 (—); Renmark, 
3,505 (1,933) ; Swanport, 78 (—); Swan Reach, 587 (180); Waikerie, 1,200 (398). 


No. 3. 
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LOCAL GOVERNMENT AREAS.—The census showed that 476,052 out of a population of 495,160 
were located within municipal areas. The cities and corporate towns accounted for 212,877, an increase 
of 37,185 (21-16 per cent.) in the 10 years. The district council areas recorded 263,175, an increase of 44,956 
(20-60 per cent.). 

See Return No. 13 for new corporations and district councils proclaimed, alterations in boundaries 
and names, during the intercensal period. 


COUNTY AND DIVISIONAL AREAS.—From census details for collectors’ districts and plans 
obtained from the Commonwealth Census Bureau and the Electoral Department it was found possible 
to compile in this office a very reliable estimate of the census population in each of the counties of the State, 
thus preserving a valuable comparison with previous State census records. Full details appear in Return 
No. 11. From these it is noted that the counties embraced in the Central Division accounted for 345,925 
(274,944) persons, an increase of 70,981, or 25-82 per cent. County Adelaide absorbed 68,906 of this 
increase ; county Hindmarsh, 1,288 ; and county Sturt, 1,879. Dwellings numbered 75,446 (56,876), the 
inmates averaging 4-59 (4-83) per dwelling. 


The Murray Mallee Division shows substantial development, the population now being 23,677 (13,638) 
persons, increase 10,039, or 73-61 per cent. The greatest increases were in counties Hamley, 4,455 ; Albert, 
2,154; and Alfred, 1,850. The inmates per dwelling averaged 4-48 (4-52) persons—not quite so high as 
in the Central Division. 


The Western Division also shows fair progress—Population, 16,216 (13,389), increase 2,827, or 21-11 
per cent. Counties York, Manchester, Buxton, and Le Hunte show the greatest increase, the two former 
on account of development of the Iron Knob quarries and Port Whyalla. Average inmates per dwelling, 
4-45 (4-83). 

The Lower North Division shows an increase of only 715, or 1-24 per cent., the population being 58,426 
(57,711). The inmates per dwelling averaged 4-54 (4-88). A numerical loss in population is recorded in 
counties Burra (30), Daly (707), Kimberley (161), with a small increase in Stanley (600) and Victoria (1,013). 


The Upper North Division shows a numerical loss of 564, or —2-65 per cent., the total population being 
20,733 (21,297). The inmates per dwelling averaged 4-67 (4-94). County Frome has an increase of 1,197, 
due entirely to 1,257 increase in the corporations of Port Augusta and Davenport, the effect mainly of the 
opening of the East-West railway. 


The South-Eastern Division.—The population in this division only increased by 1,898, or 9-08 per cent., 
the total being 22,801 (20,903). 


Outside of County Division.—T he number of settlers in the pastoral country outside of counties numbered 
4,467 (3,937), increase 530 (13-46 per cent.). The pastoral holdings increased from 147 to 170, and the 
area of leases from 81,321,515 acres to 92,715,195 acres. 


ABORIGINES.—The number of full-blooded aborigines actually enumerated in this State at time of 
census was 876 males, 733 females—1,609 total. Probably there are many more living in a wild state 
beyond the reach of civilization. 


DWELLING-HOUSES.—The census recorded 108,000 (84,179) occupied dwelling-houses, inclusive 
of tenements, in the State, with inmates averaging 4-56 (4-82) per dwelling. The metropolitan area recorded. 
55,611 (38,742) dwellings with inmates averaging 4-59 (4-89). The fall in the average number of inmates 
of each dwelling is probably mainly due to the increase in tenements and flats duirng the 10 years. 


CONJUGAL CONDITION.—The number of married persons increased from 138,487 (33-9 per cent’ 
of the total population) to 188,798 (38-13 per cent), and widowed from 17,961 (4:4 per cent.) to 21,919 
(443 per cent.). The never married decreased in percentage though numbers increased from 251,672 
(61-6 per cent.) to 282,937 (57-14 per cent). For several intercensal periods the proportion of married and 
widowed has been increasing and the unmarried decreasing. Of the male population in 1921, there were 
married 37-97 per cent., widowed 2-68 per cent., and unmarried 58-98 per cent., and female—married 38-29 
per cent., widowed 6-18 per cent., unmarried 55-29 per cent. Divorced persons increased from 155 to 384. 


AGES.—The number of adults increased from 228,369 (56-2 per cent.) to 287,870 (58-3 per cent.). 
There were 3,209 people 80 years of age and over, compared with 2,659 at the previous census. Five 
reported as being over 100 years old. : 


BIRTHPLACES.—The Australian-born population increased from 350,261 (85-7 per cent.) to 436,992 
(88-2 per cent.) ; persons born in the British Isles only increased from 44,744 to 46,324, and of this increase 
of 1,580, 1,541 were females, being no doubt principally the British brides of Australian soldiers. Persons 
born in Germany decreased from 4,977 to 3,194, and those in China increased from 242 to 254. 


NATIONALITY (7.c., ALLEGIANCE).—Only 2,295, or 4-6 per cent. of the population of 495,160 
were definitely stated to be of foreign nationality, 492,644 being British subjects and 221 unspecified. 


OCCUPATION.—During the intercensal period, the proportion of the population engaged as primary 
producers decreased from 12 per cent. to 9-60 per cent., and domestics from 4-28 per cent. to 3-97 per cent., 
while the professional class increased from 2-74 per cent. to 3-21 per cent. The other classes—Commercial, 
Transport and Communication, and Industrial remain in practically the same proportion as 10 years ago. 
The total number of breadwinners decreased from 42-78 per cent. to 41-44 per cent., but prior to 1911 the 
proportion had been increasing. 


GRADE OF EMPLOYMENT .—The proportion of the population who were employers in 1921 
compared with 1911 was 2-71 (5-16) per cent. ; working on own account, 6-36 (3-63) per cent. ; receiving 
wages or salary, 27-50 (29-30) per cent. ; and unemployed, 2-14 (0-81) per cent. 


POPULATION AND VITAL. 


BUILDING OPERATIONS 


New Dwelling Houses (Return No. 22).—Every corporation and district council supplies the department 
with particulars of the number of dwelling houses built each year. For the year 1922 these totalled 2,565 
(2,228) for the metropolitan area and 3,215 (2,831) for the whole State. 


For the 10 years 22,029 were built, 8,758 during the five years 1914-1918, and 13,271 during the five 
years 1919-1923, the localities indicating greatest activity for the 10 years being (numbers for 1923 in 
parentheses)—City of Unley, 2,560 (396) ; District Council of Woodville, 1,832 (265); District council of 
Burnside, 1,884 (195); District Council of Prospect, 1,713 (265); City of Port Adelaide, 1,074 (168) ; 
District Council of West Torrens, 1,524 (234) ; District Council of Mitcham, 1,386 (296). 


Expenditure—The total reported expenditure on new dwelling houses, including shops, &c., and 
additions, for 1923 amounted to £3,464,553 (£2,503,560), metropolitan area, and £4,079,43i (£2,981,285) for 
the State, the aggregate for the last eight years being £13,809,167 metropolitan area and £16,406,609 for 
the State. 


ASSISTED IMMIGRATION. 

In 1921, 581 (320 males, 261 females) nominated or selected immigrants arrived ; 1922, 1,530 (1,059 
males, 480 females) ; and 1923, 1,712 (1,154 males, 558 females), 581 British farm lads being included in 
1922 and 599 in 1923. Talking the full period of 3 years the principal occupations with numbers were— 
Agricultural, pastoral, &c., 1,445 males ; engineers, metal workers, &c., 199 males ; workers in wood, 79 
males ; domestics, 312 females. 


NATURALIZATION. 
During the year 1923, 63 (116) aliens were naturalized, the chief nationalities being—Germans, 30 
(68) ; Syrians, 10 (19) ; Swedes 5 (3). 


FEDERAL AND STATE ELECTIONS. 


Federal.—The last election was held on December 16th, 1922 ; 277,916 electors were on the rolls, of 
whom 147,912 voted, equal to 53-22 per cent. (males 60-99 per cent., females 45-60 per cent.). For the 
Senate, 13,699 (9-26 per cent.) of the votes were informal, and for Representatives 9.911 (6-70 per cent). 


State.—Last general election, April 9th, 1921. On Legislative Council roll, 93,048 ; contested districts 
81,054, of whom 49,906 (61-57 per cent.) voted, 1,107 (2-22 per cent.) being informal. On House of Assembly 
rolls, 272,022 ; contested districts, 265,088, of whom 169,051 (63-77 per cent.) voted, of which 2,014 (1-19 
per cent.) were informal. At this election the Commonwealth and House of Assembly joint electoral rolls 
were used for the first time. 


PARKS AND RESERVES. 


The cities and corporate towns within the metropolitan area have a large number of public parks, 
ovals, and recreation reserves, the area of which in 1922 totalled 2,613 acres, 2,254 acres of this being within 
the city of Adelaide, 194 acres city of Port Adelaide, and 45 acres city of Unley. The metropolitan district 
councils have 3,693 acres, including the National Park (2,000 acres) in district council of Mitcham and the 
Morialta Falls (525 acres) in district council of Kast Torrens, giving a total in the metropolitan area of 
6,304 acres. : 

The country corporations also have many parks and reserves, the area amounting to 3,751 acres, the 
chief being Kadina, 660 acres ; Wallaroo, 841 acres ; Port Pirie, 252 acres; Quorn, 347 acres ; Jamestown, 
272 acres; and Gladstone, 191 acres. 


VITAL STATISTICS. 


Births show a small numerical increase for the year 1922 in comparison with 1921, and deaths and 
marriages show decreases. The numbers were—Births, 12,001 (11,974), + 27; deaths, 4.608 (4,982), — 
376; marriages, 4,143 (4,383), — 240. Comparing the records of the last. 10 years in two quinquennial 
periods, births for the last period show a decrease numerically, and in rate per 1,000 of the mean population, 
and marriages and deaths an increase numerically with a slight fall in the rate. The numbers of and rates 
per 1,000 of mean population for the two five-year periods 1913-17 and 1918-22 being—Births, 60,513 (27-3), 
58,420 (24°2) ; deaths, 23,542 (10-6), 24,538 (10-2) ; marriages, 18,922 (8-6), 20,452 (8-5). 


> 


Infantile Deaths.—For many years South Australia in common with the other States of the Common- 
wealth and New Zealand has had a very low mortality rate for infants under 1 year compared with all other 
countries. The mean rates per 1,000 children born for the quinquennial periods ending 1900, 1905, 1910, 
1915, and 1920 were respectively 112-0, 86-6, 68-4, 67-4, and 62-1. Even with the comparatively low rates 
of the last three periods quoted, the loss to the State is considerable. or the 10 years ended 1922, 7,589 
infants died under 1 year of age, and 10,110 children before reaching 5 years of age. In other words, the 
State has lost by death during the last 10 years approximately one baby in every 16 born before reaching 
1 year of age, with a further heavy loss before the age of 5 years was reached. Particulars of the causes of 
infant deaths are given for each year from 1913 to 1922 in returns No. 50, 51.

(Section I—IMPORTS and EXPORTS.) 


SUMMARY REPORT. ON RETURNS. 


The values given herein of goods imported from countries beyond the Commonwealth represent the 
amount on which duty is payable, or would be payable if duty were ad valorem. The value of goods subject 
to duty is taken to be the fair market value in the principal markets of the country whence the same were 
exported, with an addition of 10 per cent. to such value to cover insurance, freight, and other charges to 
place of landing. 

In drawing conclusions from a comparison of the values only of trade returns, the influence of rising 
and falling market values on the grand total value of a country’s trade must be remembered. Specially 
has this been so since the year of the war (1914). Market values continued to rise considerably, the mMaxi- 
mum generally being reached in the trade year 1920-21, with heavy falls in the following year, and generally 
show a further fall in the year (1922-23) under review. Hence the comparison in value only of the latter 
two years of falling values with the earlier years of maximum values calls for a remembrance of this factor. 

To illustrate the fluctuations of prices of imports during the last three trade years, a special return 
(No. 9) has been compiled, which shows the average annual import value, calculated per unit of quantity 
for many of the articles for which quantities are recorded. 


TOTAL TRADE VALUES (Rerurn No. 2). 
The grand total imports showed an increase of £1,799,377, the totals being £10,846,619 (£9,047,242). 


The grand total value of the exports was £13,586,415 (£14,747,260), a decrease of £1,161,155. Per 
inhabitant the values averaged—Imports, #21 2s. 9d. (£18); exports, £26 9s. 6d. (£29 6s. 10d.) ;_ total 
trade, £47 12s. 2d. (£47 6s. 10d.). 


EXCESS OF EXPORTS OVER IMPORTS (Return No. 2). 


The balance of trade in favor of exports for 1922-23 was £2,960,634 less than it was for the year 1921-22, 
the excess of exports over imports being—1922-23, £2,739,796, against £5,700,018 in 1921-22. The decrease 
in the balance is entirely due to the export of wheat being over £3,500,000 less than the previous year. 
Barley, wool, dried fruits, wine, butter, and concentrates all show increased trade. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE ACCORDING TO COUNTRY OF ORIGIN (Return Nos. 3-4). 


The proportion of imports from the United Kingdom to the grand total decreased from 59-89 per cent. 
to 52-86 per cent., and the exports to the United Kingdom decreased from 45-62 per cent. to 40-97 per cent. 

Imports from foreign countries increased from 26-97 per cent. to 32-72 per cent., and exports from 33-88 
per cent. to 44-10 per cent. The imports from other British Possessions increased from 13-14. per cent. to 
14-42 per cent., and the exports decreased from 20-50 per cent. to 14-93 per cent

Breadstuffs —£4,740,068 (8,403,389). In this group wheat and flour are the main commodities. In 
1920-21, 25,029,745bush. of wheat, valued at £10,848,138, and 52,601 tons of flour, valued at £1,089 533, 
were shipped. In the later year, 1922-23, with 1921-42 figures in parentheses, the figures were—Wheat, 
14,117,923 (26,103,923) bushels, £3,732,427 (£7,302,415); and flour, 57,302 (51,000) tons, £656,942 
(£838,006). The effect of less wheat to the value of £3,500,000 being exported is seen in the comparison 
of the total trade for the two years. 


Heavy shipments have been made of barley during the last two years, the respective totals being 
1921-22, 1,279,622bush., £259,702 ; 1922-23, 1,767,200bush., £350,265. (See also Returns Nos. 10-12.) 


Pastoral Products.—£4,832,765 (£3,973,171). In this group wool, £3,897,152 (£3,525,672), and sheep 
skins with wool, £566,556 (£292,992), are the main items, the lesser items being meats, tallow, and live 
animals. Return No. 13 gives the quantity and value of greasy and scoured wool separately exported 
each year from 1900-1 to date. 


Dairying, Eggs, &c-—£289,119 (£277,353). Butter and eggs practically accounted for the whole of 
this trade. The quantity of butter exported was 3,185,346 (3,897,152) Ibs., valued £268,223 (£242,662), 
and the average value per pound rising from 1s. 3d. in 1921-22 to Is. 8d. in 1922-28. The value of eggs 
in shell exported was £6,982 (£25,512). 


Orchard and Vineyard Products —£520,109 (£457,597). Currants, raisins, and wines are the main items 
in this group. ‘The trade in wine increased from 445,289galls. to 586,880galls., whilst a heavy increase 
is recorded in currants, 7,216,399 (5,011,067) lbs., £199,180 (£149,393), and raisins, 3,332,226 (3,011,505) 
Ibs., £122,176 (£119,275), and other dried fruits, 1,337,313 (694,148) lbs., £65,674 (£34,090), apples, £6,925 
(£35,652), citrus, £14,897 (£5,368). 


Mining Products —£3,074,058 (£1,498,648). Chief Items—Silver bullion, £1,041,530 (£520,361) 
concentrates (silver, lead, and zinc), £1,644,919 (£649,399) ; lead, £193,728 (£203,521), the products of 
Broken Hill ores. Copper £177,845 (£110,000) and salt £11,561 (£14,703), of local production ; also.a few 
minor ore products. The revival of the Broken Hill industry is reflected in the increase of trade in this 
group.

Throughout this report, unless otherwise stated, the figures in parentheses are those pertaining to the 
previous season or period, inserted for comparative purposes. 

Special information was collected in March by means of the post to enable preliminary results of the 
wheat, barley, oats, and hay crops to be issued pending the final results, as ascertained by the general 
collection of production statistics by visitation of the police to the farms in July and August. As the 
particulars of the various sections of production became known they were made available to the public 
in summary form covered by brief reports.

STATISTICAL DIVISIONS. 

The State covers an area of 380,070 square miles or 243,244,800 acres. There are 48 proclaimed counties, 
covering 84,656 square miles or 54,179,840 acres. These counties have been divided into six statistical 
divisions, known as No, I. Central, No, II. Lower North, No. HI. Upper North, No. IV. South-Eastern, 
No. V. Western, and No. VI. Murray Mallee. The 295,414 square miles outside of counties have been 
divided into four divisions, known as Northern, North-Eastern, North-Western, and Western, which 
are devoted to the pastoral industry. There are 150 district councils within the county divisions, 
covering an area of 29,605,310 acres, and the results of production are shown in detail, in Section IT. of 
Production, for each hundred, district council, county, and division of the State. The following is a brief 
summary for the State and each of the six divisions :— 


WHOLE STATE. 
The population of the whole State on December 81st, 1923, was 524,748; area, 243,244,800 acres ; 
in occupation 132,108,054 acres. Returns were collected from 29,964 holdings. Wheat for grain and 
hay wag grown on 14,481 of these. There are 3,449 miles of railways in the State.

LAND TENURE AND SETTLEMENT. 


South Australia has an area of 243,244,800 acres, of which 14,210,317 acres are alienated either wholly 
or conditionally and 117,685,536 acres leased ; 26,803,551 acres of the leased country are situated within 
the counties and 90,881,985 outside the counties. Beyond the limits of agricultural settlement about 
155,616 square miles (or 99,594,240 acres) are held by 604 Crown lessees as sheep or cattle runs. The 
annual rental payable on these leases was £35,227, as against £32,292 the year before,

The total aggregate area-—13,431,115 acres—thus arrived at is divided as follows :—Central Division, 
2,621,530 acres ; Lower North Division, 2,376,570 acres; Upper North Division, 1,322,101 acres: South 
Eastern Division, 530,547 acres; Western Division, 3,790,206 acres; Murray Mallee Division, 
2,786,211 acres; and remainder of State, 3,950 acres. It must be remembered that these areas refer 
only to land actually in occupation at the time of collection.

the total for the year over the agricultural districts of the State being 15-09 in., or -94in. below the 
mean of the last 18 years.

Each producer is annually called upon to estimate the value of all his plant and machinery, due 
allowance being made for depreciation. From the information received in this way it has been possible 
to arrive at a fairly accurate estimate of the value of capital invested. The total estimated value is

Hanps EMPLOYED. 


The collectors were again instructed to make careful inquiry as to the persons regularly employed on 
farms. In the count the proprietor, manager, and all regular hands were included, and as many of the 
family as assisted, but temporary hands engaged shearing, &c., domestic servants, and cooks, were not 
included. In the case of mixed farming, where a person may be engaged in several branches of farm work, 
he has been counted under the principal one engaging his time. The returns show that 54,500 (53,640) 
persons, 39,614 (39,138) males and 14,886 (14,502) females, were deriving constant employment on 
the land—cultivating, 34,483 (34,381) ; dairying, 13,656 (13,046); and pastoral, 6,361 (6,213). 


FERTILISERS. 
During the last 23 seasons the use of artificial manures has increased rapidly. In 1900-1901 the area 


of cropped land manured was only 27-35 per cent. of the total, while the records of the last 10 seasons 
show that 79 per cent. to 874 per cent. of the area cropped is now artificially manured.

The area cultivated during 
the last 10 seasons has increased by 685,505% acres, or 14:80 per cent.

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The area under wheat for grain for 1922-23 was 2,453,086 acres, an increase of 373,453 acres, or 
17-96 per cent., in 10 years; and 97,404 acres, or 4:13 per cent., in five years.

The above graphs give a comprehensive and clear view of the acreage cultivated during the last 
23 seasons for the whole State and for each division. 

The curves for the whole State show a rapid rise from 3,279,406 acres cultivated in 1900-1 to 
5,347,089 acres in 1915-16, and then a continuous fall to the year 1919-20, rising again for the last 
three years of the period to 5,316,6694 acres in 1922-23. 

The divisional curves of wheat areas for all purposes for the period are very informative, being fairly 
steady for the Central and Lower North Divisions, except for the abnormal rise in 1915-16, and showing 
a strong fall in the Upper North from 1900-1 to 1909-10, and fairly steady with slight fall since. The 
Western and Murray Mallee Division curves show substantial rises—the latter, whilst beginning the 
period below the Western, rises above it in 1915-16 and held that position until 1922-23.

Area in Fallow.—The area annually placed in fallow has substantially increased during the last 10 
seasons. The area for the season 1922-23 was 1,691,665 acres, or 48-52 per cent. of the total area cropped, 
compared with 1,615,990 acres, or 49-03 per cent. of the previous season. 

The acreage placed in fallow for the season 1923-24 was 1,718,940 acres, an increase of 27,275 acres 
on the previous season. 


Area under Crop.—The cropped area for the season was 3,575,4514 (3,378,763}) acres, an increase 


of 196,688 acres. 


Of the total area, 3,418,252 (3,289,951) acres were under cereals for grain, hay, 


and fodder, the balance of the area being devoted mainly to vineyards, orchards, and market gardens. 
In comparison with 10 years ago the area under wheat, barley, oats for grain and hay and green fodder 
shows an increase of 475,695 acres, or 16:03 per cent.

The production of wheat, barley, oats, and hay for the last 23 seasons is readily viewed by means of 
the respective curves in the diagram on the following page. As necessarily associated with the production 
of these crops curves have also been plotted showing the mean rainfall over the agricultural areas for the 
eight seasonal months—April to November—and the quantities of artificial manures used. 

The rainfall shown gives an annual mean for the last 18 years of 1323 in. and the average wheat 
yield per acre 10°83 bush. 

1915-16 was the maximum year of wheat yield—45,745,064 bush. being reaped, averaging 16:46 bush. 
per acre, with a mean rainfall of 17-97 in. A strong upward tendency of the curve is noted for barley 
production from 1,697,670 bushels in 1915-16 to the record yield of 3,916,062 bushels in 1920-21, with a 
fall to 3,278,787 bushels in 1921-22, and a rise to 3,697,849 bushels in 1922-23.

Hay (All Kinds)—The cut of hay was 697,189 tons, an increase of 16,988 tons on the previous season, 
and the average per acre was 1-21 (1:22) tons. Wheaten hay yielded 467,514 (423,995) tons, oaten

Green Fodder -—The cut of green feod is reported to have been 36,854 (44,472) tons. The principal 
erop was lucerne, which yielded 24,502 (26,008) tons.

Straw.—12,167 (13,209) tons of straw were gathered, being 1,042 tons less than the previous season. 


Firitp Pras anp Brans. 

These are mostly cultivated in the hilly country in counties Adelaide and Hindmarsh, where pig-rearing 
and bacon-curing are chiefly carried on. The crop as a rule gives a better return than wheat, and is well 
known for its recuperative action on exhausted soils. The yield of 68,054 bush. was 15,461 bush. less 
than last season. The average was 12-81 (13:87) bush. per acre. ‘

HORTICULTURE, VITICULTURE, AND MARKET GARDENS. 
OrcHarps, Market Garprens, AND Roor Crops. 

Acreage-—The area under fruit culture has been steadily increasing during the last five years. The 
latest returns show that 33,003 (32,296) acres are devoted to this purpose. Of this acreage the trees which 
have reached bearing age account for 25,538 (24,786) acres; and the trees which have not yet reached 
bearing age, 7,465 (7,510) acres. 

Since the season 1912-13 the total acreage has increased from 23,905 acres to 33,003 acres, or by 38-06 
per cent. The approximate area covered by apples is 10,961 acres, oranges 4,856 acres, peaches 3,393 acres, 
and apricots 3,470 acres. 

The number of bearing apple trees have increased during the last 10 seasons from 657,933 in 1912-13 
to 848,281 in 1922-23, the average yield per tree varying from ‘22 bushels in 1916-17 to 1:08 bushels 
in 1915-16, with a yield of ‘45 bushels per bearing tree for 1922-23. 

The localities suitable for fruit-growing are numerous and extensive, thus affording ample scope for 
profitable expansion. 

The distribution of the cultivated area is mainly in counties Adelaide, Hindmarsh, Light, Stanley, 
Victoria, Grey, Robe, Frome, and the counties bordering the River Murray, notably Hamley (where the 
Renmark Settlement is situated), and Albert. 
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Production —The following statement shows the quantities of fresh fruits produced during each of the 
last five seasons, and the mean for the five seasons, also the quantities of dried fruits produced during 
each of the last five seasons.

Oranges—411,508 bush., showed an increase of 56,397 bush. on the previous record of 355,111 bush: 
in 1921-22, or 98,806 bush. above the average for the past five seasons. 

Apriccts.—268,152 bush., showed an increase of 78,138 bush. on the record of 190,014 bush. in 
1920-21. 

Olives.—South Australian olive oil is noted for its quality. 4,905 (10,203) ewts. of berries, valued at 
£3,924 (£6,377) were gathered last season. The recognised olive plantations, 7.c., olive trees more or less 
under culture—are estimated .to cover approximately 440 acres. In addition olive trees are to be found 
growing somewhat extensively as breakwinds, hedges, &c. The output of olive oil recorded by the factories 
for the past five years was as follows :—1918-19, 22,944 galls. ; 1919-20, 11,339 galls. ; 1920-21. 34,121 galls. ; 
1921-22, 19,296 galls. and 1922-23.9,804 galls. The overseas imports for the same period were 500, 
16,070, 19,510, 497, and 10,906 galls. To encourage the extension of olive plantations, the Government 
is offering a bonus of 10s. per annum for each newly planted acre, to be paid for a period of ten consecu- 
tive years upon compliance with ceriain conditions as to method of planting and cultivation, which must 
be to the satisfaction of the Department of Agriculture, 

Value of Production and Areas.—The estimated value of the products of the orchards and the acreage 
for each of the last five seasons, the percentage of such value to the total value of all crops, and the average 
value per acre of trees of bearing age, and the value of the production and the area under market gardens

The foregoing statements of acreage, production, and values do not represent the total resu'ts, for 
arge quantities of fruit are grown in numerous gardens of less than one acre attached to private residences 
n suburban localities, most of which is privately consumed. It is not possible to arrive at any reliable 
lestimate of the quantity and value of fruit thus grown, 

Jam and Fruit Preserving Factories —In connection with the fruit-growing industry of the State it 
should be noted that there area number of jam and fruit preserving factories, which in 1922-23 distributed 
£47,089 in wages to 418 employees, and produced 7,101,487 lbs, jam and 5,860,249 lbs, preserved and 
pulped fruit, valued at £281,512, the fruit and other materials used being valued at £191,236. 

The capital invested in factory machinery, plant, land, and buildings is estimated to be £157,645.

The substantial increase in the exports of dried fruits for 1916-17 was due to shipments of currants 
(£42,846) and raisins (£39,480), mainly to the United Kingdom, while the further rises in 1919-20 and 
1920-21, 1921-22, and 1922-23 were due to shipments of currants (£80,922, £85,081, £149,393, £199,180), 
raisins (£42,893, £92,916, £119,275, £122,178), and other fruits (£2,298, £40,160, meen 090, £65,674), chiefly 
to the United Kingdom, South African Union, and New Zealand. 

In addition to the direct oversea trade shown in this return, a fairly large quantity of fruit was sent 
during the season to oversea countries via States, 


MARKET GARDENS. 

The area so cultivated is chiefly located in the hills surrounding the city of Adelaide, the total area 
outside of county Adelaide being only about 5 per cent. of the whole, The area for 1922-23 is given as 
1,438 (1,486) acres, and the estimated value of the products raised was £98,480 (£96,193), or £68 9s, 8d, 
(£64 14s, 8d.) per acre. ‘hese details excluded areas one acre and over specially utilised for growing 
pumpkins, melons, and tomatoes, For the season 1922-23 it was estimated that 220 (276) acres were under 
pumpkins and melons, and 498 (430) acres under tomatoes, the value of the production being estimated to 
be respectively £11,704 (£11,567) and £65,914 (£41,268). 


ROOT CROPS. 

Under this heading are classified all root crops covering one acre or more, the chief being potatoes and 
onions. The total acreage was 6,581 (6,535), an increase of 46 acres. 5,749 (5,800) acres of potatoes 
produced 17,356 (18,583) tons, or 3-02 (3-20) tons per acre ; and 364 (369) acres of onions produced 2,648 
(2,596) tons, or 7:27 (7-04) tons per acre. In addition to these crops 1,033 (1,072) tons of mangolds, 
755 (994) tons of turnips, 539 (451) tons of carrots, and 364 (245) tons unspecified were produced, The 
cultivated area is almost entirely limited to counties Adelaide and Hindmarsh in the Central Division, and 
county Grey in the South-Eastern Division; but the area of suitable land in the State will permit of 
considerable expansion in the growth of all root crops. The estimated value of production was £213,268 
(£164,461), or £32 8s. 2d. (£25 3s. 4d.) per acre, There were also 334 '372) tons of chicory produced in 
county Grey. 

VINEYARDS. 

The climate of this State is eminently suitable for vine-growing. The vineyards are distributed chiefly 
throughout the Central Division, county Stanley in the Lower North Division, counties Albert, Alfred, 
and Hamley in the Murray Mallee Division, and in county Robe in the South-Eastern Division, The 
grapes are grown for the table, drying, and wine-making. 

Acreage —46,750 (41,424) acres were under cultivation ; of this area 33,595 (30,625) acres were planted 
with vines of bearing age and 13,155 (10,799) acres with vines not yet of bearing age. The acreage is 
divided as follows:—For wine-making 28,957 (26,444) acres; for drying, 16,953 (14,294) acres; for table 
~ purposes, 840 (686) acres. The acreage has increased 16,988 acres during the last five years, the principal 
increases being 9,200 acres in the River Murray irrigation settlements, and 4,201 and 2,376 acres in 
counties Adelaide and Light respectively. 

Grape Yield—The yield of grapes this season 85,701 (67, 502) tons, was 18,199 tons above the 
yield of the previous year, and 15,567 tons above the record yield of 1920-21; or 2-55 (2-20) tons per 
acre, of bearing age. This yield was approximately disposed of as follows :—55,047 (40, 729) tons for 
wine-making ; 29,340 (25,746) tons for drying ; and 1,314 (1,027) tons for table purposes and export. 
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As in the case of fruit trees, vines are grown to a very large extent in gardens of less than one acre 
attached to private residences, the produce being consumed privately. The tonnage thus grown must be 
fairly large; but as it is not possible to arrive at a reliable estimate of the quantity, it is excluded 
from the production shown. 

Currants —96,807 (76,534) cwts, were dried, being an increase of 20,273 cwts. on the previous 
season, and 21,031 cwts. above the average of the last five seasons, 

Raisins —Sultanas, 39,670 (39,651) cwts., an increase of 19 cwts. on the previous season, All 
other, 29,591 (26,432) cwts., increase 3,159 cwts. The total, 69,261 cwts., was 16,653 cwts, above the 
average of the last five seasons, 

Production.—The following statement shows details of the area and production of vineyards and the 
estimated value of the production (grapes for table, currants, raisins, and wine made) for the seasons 
1918-19 to 1922-23, and the percentage of value to total value of all crops, and the average value per acre 
of vines of bearing age :—

Wine Made: —8,653,579 (6, 370 ,310) ey of 7 wine favs een made this season, being : an increase e of 
2,283,269 gallons on the quantity made the previous season, 760,234 gallons above the record of 7,893,345 
gallons in 1920-21, and 1,744,119 gallons above the average production (6,909,460 gallons) for each of the 
last five seasons, Of the quantity made it is estimated that 4,204,984 (3,030,383) gallons will be distilled. 
A reference to the results of the last five vintages shows that approximately 43 per cent. of the total 
wine made has been used for distillation purposes. 

Returns were collected this year from 93 wine-making establishments. Of this number 12 made less 
than 1,000 gallons each. It was estimated that each ton of grapes produced 157 gallans of wine. 

Wine Stocks —The stocks reported to be in hand at the close of the recent vintage show an increase of 
1,634,953 gallons, the total being 9,197,953 gallons against 7,563,000 gallons at the same period last year, 

Eaports of Wine —The exports of wine to countries beyond the Commonwealth have been as follows :— 
1918-19, 267,661 gallons valued at £38,841; 1919-20, 390,596 gallons valued at £65,328; 1920-21, 
802,965 gallons valued at £159,137 ; 1921-22, 445,289 gallons valued at £92,430 ; 1922-23, 586,880 gallons 
valued at £109,378. 

A substantial export trade in wine, and brandy made from wine, is carried on with the other Common- 
wealth States, as follows :—1919-20, £1,886,483 gallons, £533,743; 1920-21, 1,799,889 gallons, £589,161 ; 
1921-22, 1,860,913 gallons, £581,247 ; 1922-23, 1,689,378 gallons, £526,053. 

The grand total exports for 1922-23 were 2,276,258 (2,288,712) gallons, £635,431 (£673,677).

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PASTORAL AND DAIRYING. 
The graphs on page xix. indicate the fluctuations in the numbers of sheep, cattle, horses, and pigs for 
each of the Jast 63 years, 


Sheep begin the period, numbering 2,824,811, and tor 31 years steadily increased unti] the maximum 
number of 7,646,239 was reached in 1891, after which there is a rapid decrease to 5,012,620 in 1898, and a 
further fal] to 4,880,540 in 1902. From this year the flocks gradually increased to 6,898,451 in 1908, but 
from that year the fall was rapid to 1915, after which a splendid recovery is noted, the flocks on June 
30th, 1919, numbering 6,625,184, but falling again to 6,014,565 on June 30th, 1920, and rising to 6,359,944 
on June 30th, 1921, with a slight drop to 6,305,133 in 1923. 

Horses, in 1860, numbered 49,399, and continued rising steadily for 30 years, when in 1890, they 
numbered 187,686, followed by a gradual fall to 164,625 in 1902, when a rapid rise set in and continued 
to 1913, when the maximum number of 283,641 was reached. The next two years show a decrease to 
253,333 in 1915. Slight rises are noted each year after, until in 1919 there were 269,255, dropping again 

o 264,901 in 1920, rising to 268,187 in 1921, but falling to 264,150 in !923. 


Catile, in 1860, numbered 278,265, and after falling rapidly to 119,697 in 1869, rise continuously, except 
for a slight break from 1881 to 1884, to 411,793 in 1892, The next 10 years there is a gradual fall until 
213,343 is recorded in 1902. From this year to 1911 the numbers increased to 393,566, but from then to 
1915 the fall was heavy, the count for the latter year being only 226,568. The coant for 1917 shows a 
substantial increase to 288,887, and further rises for the next six years bring the total to the maximum 
number of 425,811 in 1923. 


Pigs commence the period with 59,747 in 1860, and reach the maximum number of 161,907 in 1884, 
gradually falling to 46,894 in 1897, and after a rise to 117,886 in 1905 falling to 66,257 in 1915, and rising 
rapidly to 118,542 at the count in 1917, to fall to 60,295 in 1920, but rising again for the next two years 
reach 87,667 in 1922, to fall back to 75,520 in 1928.

Lower North Division.-—County Daly shows a decrease of 15,183 sheep, following the previous year’s 
decrease of 30,396. Cropping appears to be supplanting grazing for the time, as the cereal areas show 
an increase in this county of 20,906 acres for the current season. 

South-Eastern Division—Sheep, 1,124,819, increase, 54,019, the increase in county Grey being 
26,135. 


Cattle-—425,811 (419,197) ; increase, 6,614, or 1-58 per cent. Of the total number the dairying herds 
account for 170,362 (165,866), an increase of 4,496, or 2:71 per cent.; 135,450 (131,054) of these were 
either in milk or dry at the time of collection, and 34,912 (34,812) were heifers over 1 year and under 
2 years of age. 

Horses.—264,150 (267,639) ; decrease, 3,489, or 1:30 per cent. Of this number 85,636 (86,178) 
were described as light, and 177,076 (179,897) as draught horses, and entire horses over 2 years old 
numbered 1,438 (1,564). 

Sheep.—6,305,133 (6,257,052) ; decrease, 48,081, or 0-77 per cent. These figures include the effective 
winter lambing results to the time of tailing. Of this total, the number of ewes were reported to be 2,794 274 
(2,709,667). The flocks within counties have decreased in the Central Division by 1,574, and Lower 
North 21,950; and increased in the Upper North by 63,372; South-East by 57,019; Western by 
52,844; and Murray Mallee by 19,264. In the outside pastoral areas the net decrease was 120,894 ; 
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Explanation of Graph.—The base of each small rectangle represents an interval of one year, whilst the vertical height 


of eaeh small rectangle represents 300,000 sheep and 20,000 cattle, horses, and pigs respectively. 
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the north-western section of these areas shows an increase of 12,160; and the north-eastern a decrease of 
105,327, and the northern 29,707, the lambing being low in these districts. Over one-third of the 
sheep in the State are in flocks of 1,000 and under, and represent nearly 90 per cent. of the flock 
owners. 

Pigs.—75,520 (87,667); decrease, 12,147, or 13-86 per cent.;~ 118,765 (102,851) pigs were 
slaughtered during the year, of which 60,525 (53,792) were for bacon and ham. 

Goats —8,765 (8,411); increase, 354. The Angora goats, mostly half-bred, numbered 1,193; 318 
Angora goats were reported to have been shorn, and 1,230 lbs. of mohair obtained.

The lambing generally was satisfactory ; 2,414,221 (2,327,944) ewes were mated, and 1,395.278

Within counties 1,192,212 (1,229,153) lambs were marked, averaging 61:11 (66:00) per cent., but in 
the outside pastoral country only 203,066 (296,862), were marked, giving the low average of 43-84 (63-75) 
per cent.

Dairying. 


The dairying industry during the year continued the substantial progress of the previous year. The 
herds now number 170,362 (165,866), an increase of 4,496. On June 30th, 92,376 (90,867) were reported 
to be in milk and 43,074 (40,187) dry. Heifers under 2 years old numbered 34,912 (34,812). 

Butter and Cheese.—The production of butter is just above and that of cheese just below the record 
outputs of the previous year, the quantities being butter 14,646,632 (14,565,599) lbs. and cheese 3,261,565 
(3,392,400) Ibs. 

Bacon and Ham—The production of bacon and ham was 5,002,199 (5,089,424) Ibs., decrease 
87,225lbs. 


The average yearly market prices for dairy produce were—Butter (factory), 1s. 84d. (1s. 44d.); 
cheese, 10d. (84d.); bacon, Is. 1}d. (1s. 1?d.); and ham, 1s. 5d. (1s. 4d.) per lb. 


The estimated value of all dairy products (butter, cheese, bacon, ham, pork, &c., and milk con- 
sumed as such) was £1,979,465 (£1,839,178), an increase of £140,287. The oversea exports of butter 
were 3,185,316 (3,897,152) lbs. valued at £268,223 (£242,662), or 20d. (15d.) per 1b. In addition 342,380 
(200,949) Ibs. of cheese, valued at £13,290 (£6,256) were exported to oversea countries. 


Of the total quantity of butter made 3,719,412 (3,907,467) lbs. were made on the farms, and 10,927,220 
(10,642,231) lbs. in factories.

Butter, Bacon, and Cheese Factories —There are 10 (10) bacon and 51 (46) butter and cheese factories 
in the State, the latter being described as 34 (29) butter, 8 (8) butter and cheese, and 9 (9) cheese factories. 
These employ 429 (389) hands—397 (354) males and 32 (35) females. They possess machinery estimated 
to be worth £119,037 (£87,264), the power of the engines (full capacity) being 1,503 (1,202) h.p. In these 
factories 21,550,252 (21,072,982) gallons of milk were used in making 10,927,220 (10,658,132) lbs. of butter 
and 3,190,711 (3.392,160) gallons for making 3,261,165 (3,392,160) lbs. of cheese. In addition, bacon and 
hams were cured to the extent of 4,140,650 (4,169,206) lbs. 

Butter, Bacon, and Cheese Making on Farms —The value of plant and machinery used on farms is 
estimated to be £221,219 (£204,337); 17,,591 (16,842) separators are in use: 10,009,590 (10,389,982) 
gallons of milk were used in making 3,719,412 (8,907,467) Ibs. of butter, and 400 (257) gallons in 
making 400 (240) lbs. of cheese. In addition, bacon and hams were cured to the extent of 861,549 
(920,218) lbs. 
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Murray Bridge Herd Testing Association—The Murray Bridge Herd Testing Association, which 
represents the first South Australian attempt in this direction, brought its third year’s operations to a 
close on September 30th, 1923, and the Mt. Gambier District Association completed its first year on July 
31st, 1923. The following statement shows the results :—

Darry CATTLE IMPROVEMENT Act, No. 1498 oF 1921. 
This Act provides for the licensing of all bulls and for utilising the money derived from such licensing 
in encouraging the dairy industry of the State. 

The Act came into force on July Ist, 1922, and applies to those portions of the State comprised 
within any hundred and to any further portion of the State to which it may be extended by proclamation. 

Every bull over six months old on July Ist in any year is to be licensed at an annual fee of 10s. For 
bulls not over six months on July 1st of any year, but over such age on January Ist in the next year, the 
fee is fixed at 5s. The penalty for not licensing is not to exceed £20. 

From July Ist to October 31st, 1923, 4,686 bulls were registered Total fees received—£2,265. The 
number of registrations in each division within district council areas and proclaimed hundreds were— 
Central, 2,361; Lower North, 509; Upper North, 683; South-Hastern, 486; Western, 186; and Murray 
Mallee. 461.

The keeping of bees is generally carried on in conjunction with other pursuits. With a suitable climate 
and natural flora it is surprising that the industry does not rapidly increase. Information respecting this 
pursuit was first obtained for the year 1890, when it was found that 1,115,779 lbs, of honey were gathered. 
The production for the last five years has been as follows :—1918-19, 1,683,725 lbs. ; 1919-20, 552,976 lbs. ; 
1920-21, 1,821,811 lbs.; 1921-22, 791,324 lbs.; 1922-23, 1863,026 lbs. 

The returns for the year 1922-23 show 20,615 (13,501) productive hives and 2,242 (6,606) unproductive 
—a total of 22,857 in comparison with 20,107, of the previous year; 1,863,026 (791,324) lbs. of honey ; 
_and 19,111 (9,108) lbs. of beeswax were gathered. 

Povutrtry. 

It is estimated that the poultry and egg production of the State for the year was worth 
£1,066,137 (£1,027,634). The returns show that there are 1,431,377 (1,423,104) fowls, 38,885 (42,628) 
ducks, 13,381 (13,805) geese, and 30,650 (31,751) turkeys in the State. 

ENSILAGE, . , 

There are 60 (41) pit and 13 (17) stack silos on farms, with a total capacity of 221,695 (163,173) cub. ft., 

and the quantity of ensilage made was 2,595 (1,819) tons, valued at £2,723 (£1,797). 
Wattle Bark. . 

South Australian wattle bark holds a high place in the market for tanning purposes. The quantity 
of bark stripped was 5,645 tons, compared with 6,278 tons of the previous year. The production 
during each of the last five years was as follows —1918-19, 4,959 tons; 1919-20, 6,807 tons; 1920-21, 
6,595 tons; 1921-22, 6,278 tons; and 1922-23, 5,645 tons. 

Eucatyptus Orn. 

South Australian eucalyptus oil is noted for its medicinal qualities, the crude quantities distilled and 
estimated value of same for the last five seasons being:—1918-19, 5,596 gallons, £3,559; 1919-20, 
5,358 gallons, £3,717; 1920-21, 6,596 gallons, £4,562; 1921-22, 9,085 gallons, £5,224; and 1922-23, 
1,960 gallons, £1,127. The low yield of 1922-23 was due to weather, it being too wet to cut leaves. 
The oil is distilled in Kangaroo Island. 

Yacca Gum. 

In pre-war years large quantities of yacca gum were exported to Europe from Kangaroo Island, 
the exports in 1909 and 1910 being 1,182 tons and 1,637 tons respectively. This industry has been 
revived, and last year 669 (354) tons were gathered.

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MANUFACTORIES AND WORKS. 


An analysis of the main features of the manufacturing industries of the State for the year ended 
June 30th last, in comparison with the previous year, reveals very satisfactory increases. There are alee 
more establishments coming within the statistical classification of a factory, which embraces all factories, 
workshops, or mills employing four hands or upwards in manufacturing or repairing articles, wholesale or 
retail, or like establishments employing less than four hands where machinery worked by power is used. 


The hands employed were greater by 3,534 (males 2,982, females 542), and the horsepower of 
machinery actually used on the average during the year increased by 5,081 horsepower. The chief 
increases in power being electric, 2,603 horsepower and steam, 2,585 horsepower. The salaries and 
waces paid to the employees increased £629,818, and the grand total value of the output of the works by 
£3,048,918. The estimated value. of plant and machinery, land and buildings, was £1,236,233 greater.

Establishments —The number working for any portion of the year was 1,609 (1,432). The net increase 
of 177 is the result of 196 new works less those which closed down or had decreased below the standard 
for classification as a factory. The industries showing the principal increases in number were—Boots and 
shoes (repair shops), 25; cycle and motor, 17; upholstery, bedding, &c., 5; joinery and mantelmaking, 

-9; agricultural implements, 7; engineering and ironworks, &c., 30; butter, 5; bricks, tiles, and lime, 6. 


Factories AND WorKS, 1922-23. 


Size-of Factories —From the classification of the employees, according to the size of the works, it is 
found that 25,262 hands, or 72-81 per cent. of the total were located in 340 establishments employing 21 
hands and upwards; 8,251 hands or 23-78 per cent. of the total were employed in 881 establishments 
employing from five to 20 hands, and the balance, 1,182 hands or 3-41 per cent. of the total in 388 establish- 
ments employing four hands and under four hands if with machinery. For the period 1917-18 to 1922-23 
the ratio of establishments employing four hands and under four hands if with machinery decreased from 
25-1 per cent. to 24-1 per cent. of the total factories ; those employing five to 20 hands increased from 54:7 
per cent, to 54-8. per cent., and those employing 21 hands and upwards increased from 72-2 per cent. to 
72-8 per cent.

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MAcHINERY EMPLOYED. 


Of the total number of factories 1,308 (1,132), or 81-28 (79-05) per cent., used machinery worked 
by power other than manual. The full capacity of horsepower available shows an increase of 12°35 
per cent., the total being 99,553 (88,611). Of this available power 67-30 (69-99) per cent. was actually 
used, the total being 67,100 (62,019). The kinds of power actually used were—Steam, 39,622 (37,037) ; 
gas, 10,128 (10,163) ; electric, 14,657 (12,054) ; oil, 2,690 (2,567) ; other, 3 (198).

The average amount annually received by each worker has largely increased since 1914 ; in that year 
the amount received by the workers was £2,946,296, averaging for all persons £115 6s. 1d.,. males being

The wholesale selling value at the works of the year’s output of factories and works was £26,903,775 
(£23,854,857), increase £3,048,918. This is mainly due to the smelting works, though an increased 
quantity output in many other classes of industry has also contributed substantially, as will be seen 
from the paragraph dealing with quantity production. 

Industries showing large increases :—Smelting, £4,185,111, increase £1,679,411; cycle and motors, 
£1,390,686, increase £565,158; bricks and tiles, £327,320, increase, £76,276; chaff mills, £570,152, in- 
crease £107,914; sawmills (town), £1,341,119, increase £205,949; electric light, gas, &c., £1,074,095 
(£942,416), increase £131,679 ; agricultural implements, £474,421, increase £61,697; butter and cheese, 
£924,329, increase £159,109; breweries, distilleries, and malting, £838,276, increase £22,619; aerated 
waters, cordials, &c., £268,353, increase £21,802; boots and shoes, £392,723, increase, £21,767 ; tailoring, 
£553,071, increase £33,352; brushware, £114,680, increase £28,292. 

Falling market values reduced the output value of flour mills from £1,951,624 to £1,688,444, 
decrease £263,180, though the quantity output was slightly greater. 

Decreases are also noted in the output of £31,262 in tanneries, £31,319 in boxmaking, £76,866 in 
engineering, £32,597 in slop clothing, £59,610 in shirtmaking and general whitework, and £119,679 in 
chemical fertilisers. 

PRODUCTION VALUE. 

The total selling value of output covered. by the foregoing paragraph does not represent the pro- 
duction value of the State’s manufacturing industries. This is the value which is added to the material 
by the process of manufacture or treatment, and is computed to be £10,843,519 (£9,607,286), increase 
£1,236,233. This is equal to £21 4s. dd. (£19 8s. 8d) per inhabitant.
